William Curtis has recently made some 
observations which are moderate and 
pertinent to the question. His position 
is that on general principles there are no 
such things as secrets connected with our 
government; that matters that pertain to 
all publio business should be open to the 
public; that petitions which are sent to 
the deportments favorable to parties 
often have no significance, bocauso-multi 
tudes of persons will sign everybody's 
petition; that the senate, in tho duty of 
confirming appointments, is a part of 
the executive power, and that the senate 
oould n t not with proper intelligence 
it had no access to the public records and 
it the president retaineo for his own pri- 
vate use what ought to bo exposed for 
ho benefit of.all the people. 


If the present disagreement between 
ho presidant and tho senate results in 
having these records being Riven to this 
body and being published, will it not 
leroafter prove beneficial to tho civil 
service in many ways ? The documents 
•which aro now, and have been sent to 
tho departments with the understanding 
:nat they wore to be treated is contiden~ 
tial communications, might contain tho 
most unjust accusations, the most slan- 
derous vilifications and tho must villain- 
ous 
rotiectiona, 
offered 
persons 


either in or out of office, who would have 
no knowledge of the imputations agamsi 
their character, or, if they had the knowl. 
edge, no opportunity to counteract it 
The injustice of snoh a condition o 
ffoirs is to obvioaa for elaboration.

How the Forests Aro Sacrificed to Fur- 


nish Them—Proposed Substitute*. 


"The railroads of this country," said a 


railway official woll posted on tho subject, 
"pay $0,000,000 a year for the cross ties. The 
timber used is oak, chestnut and hemlock in 
tho east, and oak, chorry, locust, maple, anil 
ash iu tho south and ivest, Tho best ties are 
made of whito oak. Morn than 225,000 aeres 
of I'orost oro needed to supply theso ties 
every year, and consequently the necessities 
of railroads in this ono respect alono form a 
considerable it^m in Uie destruction of our 
forests. The country along the lino of our 
roud alono annually supplies us with hun- 
dreds of Lliousands of oak and chestnut ties, 
and thus far we have not been compelled to 
RO outside of our own district for our sup- 
plies. 
Ono county in Pennsylvania fur- 


nishes a largo proportion of our tits, and 
lias for many years. That is Piko county, 
and every station on our lino in that county- 
is a supply depot for railroad ties. 


"I have often wondered where they all 


como from, for the contractors who operate 
in that county after thirty years of chop- 
ping and hewing in her forests never hesi- 
tate to contract for tho delivery of as many 
ties as wo may coll for, and they are brought 
in from as far as fifteen miles from tho raij- 
road. Besides tho large numbar that we 
annually receive from the county the Dela- 
ware & Lackawanna road, on tho other sido 
of tho county, depends on tho same region 
fur a largo share of its ties. For irioro than 
uventy-flve years, filso, up to tho time wa 
adopted coal as a fuel, Pike county furn- 
ished the Erie with hundreds of thousands of 
cords of wood every year—oak, chestnut, 
maple, hickory, and pine. Besides theso 
drafts on her timberland tho county's beat 
young chestnut trees bavo been cut for inoro 
than thirty-live years to help in renewing our 
telegraph poles. 


"Railroad ties need renewing every threo 


years. In building a new road tho estimate 
is 2,700 tics for each mile. It is some to say 
that it will require 800 ties per mile per year 
to kocp R rood in repair. From 12,000,000 to 
15,000,000 now ties ore required by tho rail- 
roads of the United States ove.-y year. In 
building tho groat western railroads tho 
contractors in many cases purchase outright 
the timber along tho routes, or as near to it 
as possible. In that case- thoy pay from S20 
to S25 an acre for the land. If thoy con- 
tract simply for the tias they pay from 10 H) 
13 cents apiece for them to the owner of tho 
land for all tho ties taken out. The average 
price paid to tho contractor Is 85 conts apiece, 
although we have paid as much OS 50 cents 
for the best oak tie*;. Hewn ties are better, 
in our estimation, than sawed onou, and wo 
use no others. Some companies think as 
well of sawed ties as of the hewn ones. Tlio 
theory of our peoplo is that the hewn tie lasts 
much longer thun tho others. 


"It is only within the past few years that 


hemlock has been used to any extent in 
making railroad ties, but wo 2nd that it can 
used to advantage in many instance* en 
sidings and sections of track where tb* 
tralHc does not require constant repairs. 
This road pays to tlio tie contractors along 
the line about 8-100,000 a year. 
Stone, iron, 


pa]»r, and even glass have beeu used in 
making railroad ties, with the hope that 
they could be practically adopted as a mat- 
ter of economy in that department of the ex- 
pense of railroads, but none of them have 
yel been utilized with satisfactory results, 
the annual clearing oil of a 2T)0,000 acres of 
timber to supply railroads with ties alono is 
something that should direct the attention of 
those who are interested in tho important 
question of protection to forests to the find- 
ing of some practical substitute for wooden 
lieu. Fomo and fortune await tho inventor 
who will discover such a substitute. "—Port 
Jervis Cor. New York Times.

1,300 feet these, whore an opening oc- 
curs in the dwarf birch, and you will ob- 
serve the diminished forrn of a man busy 
at work. That is the farmer, a thorough 
mountaineer, cutting tho grass which 
grows on yondor narrow lodge of rode. 
He hag been up since early mom, and 
will^probabjy -not descend till evening; 
not a'tuft of Krasswillbeleftungathcred; 
not a foot of level ground on that steep 
and rugged mountain aide but will be 
visited, and its small crop carefully re- 
moved by tho industrious bergsman. 


If he has a wide stretch of field (lull 


pasture or moorland) in his boundary, 
the farmer erects wooden aheds, in which 
he stores his hay till winter, when, by an 
ingenious conttivance, he has the whole 
rapidly and easily conveyed to the valley. 
A familiar object in a Norwegian glen is 
the strong steel wire which stretches 
from the foot to the summit of tho 
mountain. Down this wire the bundles 
of hay are oxpeditiously sent without 
labor, and then carried in tledges to tho 
atoadinge. 
"Without 
such a 
method 


many woary journeys would be necessary 
are the hay required for a long winter 
could be brought down. It appears tho 
NQrwogian farmer borrowed tlio idea of 
this-hay telegraph from his brother hills- 
men'of tho Tyrol.—Chambers' Journal. 


The Uotootlv«n of Wull Struct. 


Thousands of pedestrians move to and 


fro past tho stock exchange and alwut 
the money center of tho city ouch clay. 
Solid old ftaanoters, .whose check would 
be taken unquestioned for a million, 
como and go. Dapper clerks, who look 
Hire millionaires on steen dollars a w«;k; 
messenger, boys by the score flit hither 
and thither with hands full of bonds or 
other securities making deliveries accord- 
ing to contracts and sales arranged on 
tho exchange floor. Bank agents, with 
small fortunes often in the capacious 
portmonnaios strapped to their waifits, 
going .to the cloaruig-houBe to make good 
tho dajly balances, while every'few mo- 
ments comas the lumbering wagon 
push'ed along the sidewalk convoying the 
caahftrom Uncle Sam's collecting counter 
at tho custom house to Uncle Sam's 
strong-vault below tlio sub-treasury.

Curbstone brokers have tho 
eemblanoo oHoungers. 
Clerks enjoy a 


cigarette on "the sidewalk. 
So a lounger 


more or less is not noted. But all who 
apparently loaf about with little to do 
are not loafers. They aro sharp-eyed de- 
tectives, to whom the face of every crook 
in the country is known, and who aro 
constantly on the lookout for those faces.

A Dlmlnutlro Prlntlne TroM. 


A firm or. Wall street, New York, has 


in operation and on exhibition what is 
probably the smallest working printing 
press in tho world. 
It is an intercharig- 


able cylinder, printing from a continu- 
ous roll, with a cut-off. It is but 12 1-2 
inches in length and 71r2 inches high. 
Its width in the widest part is 10 1-2 in- 
ches. At the office where it is in use it 
has been necessary to furnish to brokers 
and others a daily letter of financial 
news. Until the invention of- the press 
this service was performed by the mani- 
fold system. 
Nina manifolders were re- 


quired, working very rapidly. By simple 
hand power, after the typo is set, 200 
copies per minute of anj' circular can bo 
printed. "With a dynamo machine to 
furnish tho power, over 500 copies can be 
printed in the same 
time.—Chicago
